C h a r l e s t o n , August 20.—Advices 
from Georgetown represent that the 
town is still crowded with negroes, and 
the colored militia is guarding the 
jail. An order was received from Gov­ 
ernor Moses to-day for one company 
of colored militia to be ready to go to 
Georgetown to-morrow. The militia 
was summoned, but only twelve re­ 
sponded. The Adjutant - General of 
the State failed to arrive to take 
command, and the troops were dis­ 
missed.

N e w Y o r k , August 20.— Secretary 
Fish declares that the story of the pro­ 
posed cession of Porto Rico to Ger­ 
many is without foundation. He says 
the alleged dispatches are forgeries. 
R e d u c tio n n n d S u ic id e . 
I n d i a n a p o l i s , August 20.—George 
C. Harding, editor of the Indianapolis 
Herald , shot Mr. Morritz, a prominent 
merchant, this afternoon. They have 
been warm friends, and their social re­ 
lations were intimate. 
Morritz, who 
is about forty years old and married, 
took advantage of his intimacy, and 
succeeded 
in 
seducing 
Harding’s 
daughter, eighteen years of age. She 
confessed to her father last night that 
she had maintained criminal intimacy 
with Morritz since March. Soon after 
her confession she took opium. H ar­ 
ding met Morritz this afternoon in the 
street and shot him five times. Two 
shots took effect in the elbow and one 
fiassed through the lungs. It was be- 
ieved he could not recover, but to­ 
night liis recovery is considered prob­ 
able. Miss Harding died this morn­ 
ing. Mrs. Harding has confessed since 
the shooting that Morritz had also 
made improper advances to her. Mor­ 
ritz denies the truth of both state­ 
ments, and says he will prove his in­ 
nocence. 
T e n n e s s e e C o n v e n tio n * . 
N a s h v i l l e , (Tenn.), August 20.— 
The Democratic and Conservative 
Convention for the nomination of a 
Governor, assembled this morning, 
and after the appointment of com­ 
mittees adjourned till 3 P. M. 
At that 
hour the Committee on Resolutions 
and Platform made a report. The res­ 
olutions invite the co-operation of all 
good and true men who indorse the 
following principles: Protection and 
just reward to honest! labor; uniform 
taxes; strict construction of the Con­ 
stitution of the United States; oppo­ 
sition to monopolies and oppressive 
rings; abolition of superfluous offices; 
reduction of excessive salaries; rigid 
economy in State Government; lessen­ 
ing of taxes wherever possible; abol­ 
ishing the National banking system; 
payment of Government bonds by the 
issuance of non-interest-bearing notes; 
repeal of the present oppressive Fed­ 
eral tariff; denunciation of legislation 
that interferes with individual rights, 
particularly the supplemental Civil 
Rights Bill, as a palpable and degrad­ 
ing violation of the Constitution of 
the American people, and productive 
of untold misery to both races if 
passed. 
The Republican State convention, 
this afternoon, nominated A. G. Olm- 
sen, Lieutenant Governor; E. W. 
Paxon, Judge Supreme Court; H ar­ 
rison 
Allen, 
Auditor-General, and 
Col. W. II. Beath for Secretary of In ­ 
ternal 
Affairs. 
Resolutions 
were 
adopted eulogizing the Republican 
party, favoring amplest protection in 
the development of all industrial pur­ 
suits, demanding a cessation of further 
railroad grants, favoring improve­ 
ments in inland water navigation, 
favoring the protection of manufac­ 
turing interests, condemning the pro­ 
posed 
Canadian reciprocity treaty, 
favoring hanking, the aggregate vol­ 
ume of currency to be regulated by 
the necessities of tho people and the 
recognized laws of trade, re-afflrming 
the declaration of the National Re­ 
publican Convention of 1872, in favor 
of a return to specie payments at the 
earliest practicable day, and remem­ 
bering with gratitude the soldiers and 
sailors of the Republic.

Increased Telegraphic Facilities. 


The people of Southern California 
will hear with pleasure th at the At­ 
lantic and Pacific Telegraph Com­ 
pany contemplate an early extension 
of their lines from the present term i­ 
nus in the San Joaquin Valley on to 
this city. The railroad and telegraph 
line will be completed to the eastern 
end of Tehachipi Pass in a few weeks. 
This will leave a gap of little more 
than one hundred miles between the 
end of the track and San Fernando, 
over which to stretch the wires. This 
done the people of Los Angeles will 
have double the telegraphic facilities 
they now enjoy, together with the ad­ 
vantages of lower rates, which always 
result from competition. The A tlan­ 
tic and Pacific Company will, when 
their line is completed, do the com­ 
mercial telegraph business of the val­ 
ley. They now own and operate lines 
along the W ilmington, Spadra and 
Anaheim 
lines 
of 
railroad, 
and 
all 
these 
lines 
will 
become 
feeders of the main wire, thus increas­ 
ing the volume of through business. 
At present the 
through messages 
which are gathered up by the railroad 
wires are of necessity turned over to 
the W estern Union Company. The 
competition of a through line by the 
Atlantic and Pacific Company will 
cause an increase of more than double 
the telegraphic business to and from 
this portion of the State. A t present 
the rates are higher, all things con­ 
sidered, than in any other portion of 
the State. A competing line will re­ 
move this costly inconvenience and 
enable our merchants and others to 
transact business by .telegraph at rates 
which will not so constantly remind 
one of “ forty-nine” prices. 
If our 
information is correct, the next three 
months will give us a first-class line 
of telegraph between this city and San 
Francisco, over which the W estern 
Union will exercise no control. 


The Giant's Struggle. 


A Scotchman is noted for determin­ 
ation to accomplish whatever he un­ 
dertakes, and General G r a n t has 
gained some notoriety through his 
“fight it out on this line” qualities. 
Two determined men have met, and 
each is determined the other shall 
turn out. 
J a m e s G o r d o n B e n n e t t , 
of the New York Herald, demands to 
know if G r a n t is a candidate for the 
third term, and the President refuses 
to say that he is or that he is not. The 
bull is defying the locomotive, and one 
or the other will geoff the bridge with 
a crash and a groan. W hen an irre­ 
sistible meets an immovable, some­ 
thing must yield, though the very 
names of the contending powers imply 
th at neither will give way; yet we 
know enough about these things not 
to pitch our tent between them. B e n ­ 


n e t t may find out what the President 
proposes to do about the third term 
business, but we doubt if he will re­ 
ceive‘the information a m inute before 
it is to be given to the whole world. 
The President may baffle the young 
Scotchman on the point he is now 
seeking enlightenm ent, but be will do 
it at the expense of the H e r a l d ’s op­ 
position to himself in the future. The 
struggle is a pretty one to look at by 
those not directly interested, but the 
two athletes are terribly in earnest, 
and fight with a seeming conscious­ 
ness that no quarters are to be given 
or asked. W hy the President refuses 
to define his position on the third 
term is probably a m atter of policy, 
and why B e n n e t t wishes to force a 
definition of that position is perhaps 
a m atter of policy also. 
Let the con­ 
test go on until one side or the other 
is vanquished. 


A False Argument. 


It is frequently asserted th at the 
worst feature of the B e e c h e r - T j l t o n 
business is the demoralizing influence 
on society. 
Really, we cannot dis­ 
cover where this demoralizing ty ­ 
phoon comes in. 
There has nothing 
really bad been proven on either Mr. 
B e e c h e r or Mrs. T i l t o n . 
People 
who desire to become demoralized do 
not need the columns of trash which 
this investigation has placed before 
the reading public to send them on 
board the demoralization train, and 
those having no wish to “demoralize” 
will see no argum ent in the Plymouth 
Church troubles in favor of their step­ 
ping out of the line of duty to God, 
society and themselves. It is a m is­ 
take too often urged that example, 
precedent, custom make people bad 
who would not be bad otherwise. 
Men and women generally know 
right from wrong and the glamour 
from an example of w rong-doing can­ 
not obscure the discrim inating sense 
of honest feeling, honest meaning 
and honest acting people. If we accept 
the fall of one m inister as an argu­ 
m ent, why all m inisters should fall 
we shall soon have a m ountain of 
proof that m inisters cannot but choose 
to fall. If the fall of one woman will 
demoralize all women then it must be 
admitted that all women are demoral­ 
ized. Such argum ent is mere words 
devoid 
of 
sense and 
reason. 
If 
B e e c h e r and Mrs. T i l t o n are guilty, 
which is not yet proven, the fact will 
not demoralize good men and women. 
Those who wished to be demoralized 
m ay poipt to the affair as an example, 
but such people were looking for a 
precedent and they would have found 
it somewhere. 


A g e n t l e m a n from Memphis, Ten­ 
nessee, who has traveled over this 
valley, leaves on Monday next for the 
East. He will return with his family 
to this city in n few weeks. He reports 
that two hundred families will leave 
Memphis and vicinity this Fall for 
Los Angeles county. This is encour­ 
aging news, but is in fact no more 
than we have a right to expect. We 
have sent to the South and East sev­ 
eral thousand copies of the H e r a l d 
pamphlet and hundreds of copies of the 
H e r a l d reach the same destination 
weekly. The southern coast counties 
are heard from by the people afar off 
They read the H e r a l d and are in­ 
formed of our magnificent climate and 
exhaustiess resources. 


J o h n A. M c G l y n n , a well-known 
resident of San Francisco and a poli­ 
tician of some note throughout the 
State, died at his residence in the city 
on the 17th inst. 
J o h n R o s e n f e l d 
defeated him for Harbor Commis­ 
sioner in 1868—the only defeated can­ 
didate on the Republican ticket. This, 
however, was not due to the personal 
unpopularity of M c G l y n n , but to the 
sectional feeling th at then existed be­ 
tween the German and Irish-born 
citizens. 


T h o m a s M a r k s , who, with 
his 
father,was found guilty of attem pting 
to defraud the State in H arbor Com­ 
mission m atters, has died pending his 
sentence. The father, J o h n J . M a r k s , 
is now endeavoring to secure a new 
trial. The son does not require this 
process. 


ARIZONA. 


From 
lUarlcopn 
W ells — P o litical - 
W eather—Crops and M ines. 
M a r ic o p a , August 19.—The Hon. 
D. G. Beardsley, the “workingmen’s ” 
chosen candidate for Congress, is now 
rusticating at the Wells preparatory 
to inaugurating the campaign, which 
he will soon do by m aking a canvass 
of the northern portion of the Terri­ 
tory. He is sanguine of success, and 
has no doubt in his own mind that he 
will be our next delegate. He says 
he fears no competition but McCor­ 
mick. W e feel highly honored by the 
presence here of so distinguished a 
personage. 
A large quantity of grain is now be­ 
ing brought to this place by Indians 
in the neighborhood. 
The weather is cool and cloudy. 
A dispatch from W ickenburg says 
two or three parties of miners left 
there this morning for the m ountains. 
P h c e n ix , August 20.—On Monday a 
terrific storm of wind and rain, accom­ 
panied by heavy thunder and light­ 
ning, swept over this portion of the 
valley. 
Several buildings in town 
were considerably damaged, and quite 
a number of fine shade trees were 
blown down. The lightning struck a 
house in town, tearing the stove to 
pieces and knocking some adobes out 
of the wall, but did not injure the in­ 
mates, who were in another room. 
Lightning also struck and set fire to a 
stack of grain containing some forty 
or fifty thousand pounds, completely 
destroying it. I t is thought that a 
great deal of grain in stacks through­ 
out the valley has been badly damaged 
by the rain. 
A dispatch from Maricopa says the 
storm there on Monday evening was 
the heaviest of the season. It began 
with a gale of wind accompanied by 
the usual blinding sand-storm, and 
was followed by deafening peals of 
thunder; then the rain came down in 
torrents. The rain only lasted half an 
hour; but the lightning was so severe 
in the vicinity th at the telegraph op­ 
erator was prevented from doing any 
business during the evening. 
Yuma, August 19.—Company H, 
Twenty-third Infantry, on the march 
from New Camp G rant to Fort Yuma, 
encountered a water-spout 
between 
Gila City and Rattlesnake Station, 
about two o’clock in the afternoon of 
the 16th instant. In less than five 
m inutes the water was two feet deep 
around the train, and at one tim e it 
was thought that the train would be 
lost.

Cucamonga 
Homestead 
property, 
some eight thousand acres, laying it 
off’ in twenty acre tracts and town 
lots. 
Mrs. George Stone, who was raised 
in Los Angeles, and has been residing 
in San Luis Obispo for a number of 
years, arrived in the city yesterday by 
the Kalorama, and is stopping at the 
Lafayette. Mrs. Stone is a lady of 
wealth, and well known in San Luis 
Obispo for her charities. She will 
stop only for a short visit to her son, 
who is employed in the City of Paris. 
We saw, yesterday, at the store of 
Mr. Levy, one of the largest dry hides 
to be found in this part of the country. 
It-was ten feet long, six feet in width 
and weighs forty-t wo pounds. It was 
taken from an American bull raised 
in New Mexico, and brought here 
f-om San Diego. We have prevailed 
upon Mr. Levy to send for a duplicate 
of this hide, and, 
before the wet 
weather set9 in will have a pair of 
boots made for a friend of ours, a well- 
known clerk in this city. 
We are pleased to see our friend Dr. 
Gelclch has opened a new drugstore 
on Fort street, between Third and 
Fourth. He lias a lot of fresh drugs 
from San Francisco, which, added to 
his former supply, makes his stock 
complete. Considering the necessity 
of a drug store in that portion of the 
city, which is so rapidly increasing, 
the Doctor lias gone to tiie expense of 
erecting a new building, and has em­ 
ployed a thorough professional chem­ 
ist,M r. Morris Illig, from San Fran­ 
cisco, to take charge of liis business. 
S. L. Dewey is introducing into 
our city something new in the shape 
of the “California Scraper.” 
Unlike 
the old style of scraper it is made to 
run on wheels, with a platform upon 
which the driver stands and manages 
his team and the machine with tho 
greatest of ease. The platform is made 
of light material, poised between the 
wheels, and connected by loose hinges 
to the scraper. Tho driver can throw 
his weight in front, and force the 
scraper into the soil, and when lie has 
gathered his load and driven to the 
place of deposit, he can throw his 
weight on the rear part of the platform 
and leave the load all in one place, 
or deposit it gradually, as the case 
may require, 
leaving 
the ground 
smooth and level. This improvement 
is well adapted to leveling all irregu­ 
larities on the surface of tho soil where 
parties are preparing to irrigate, and 
to making roads, removing dirt from 
ditches, and cleaning up baru-yards 
or sheep-corrals.

H e r a l d : — In 
company 
with Captain Kraszynski of Lyon 
Station, 1 yesterday went to see the 
oil deposits in this vicinity, and was 
greatly astonished at the splendid 
show of oil that we saw. The first 
claims we went to see were the Clara 
and Danbury, which are located about 
one mile from Lyon Station, and are 
undoubtedly the best claims in the 
district. Riding up a cañón com­ 
pletely shut in from the outside world 
by high cliffs, and along a creek cov­ 
ered on either side by dense groves of 
willows, wo soon come to a group of 
oil springs seven or eight in number, 
all situated within 
A SHORT DISTANCE OF EACH OTHER. 
We examined them closely; the oil 
appeared to come from little crevices 
in the rocks,

stream of oil continuously.

Far up the 
sides of the mountain and in the 
gulches, springs of oil were bursting 
out and it seemed to be everywhere. 
It was a grand' sight amid the wild 
mountains, to see t his immense wealth 
scattered over the face of the whole 
mountain and cañón, and forming a 
chain of springs that extend for many 
miles through the country. 
Entering 
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a dense grove of willows, wo came to 
a spring that boiled up a fino stream 
of oil and would be a splendid place 
to bore a well. 
We saw about 
ONE H fN D R E D AND TH IR TV SPRINGS 
OF OIL 
W ithin one mile along the cañón. 
The ground in many places is saturat­ 
ed with it; dig a hole where you may, 
in a few hours the water will be 
covered with a scum of oil. 
The 
Clara and Danbury claims will yet 
become famous throughout the coun­ 
try. They are the property of Captain 
M. Kraszynski, the enterprising dis­ 
coverer who has constructed an excel­ 
lent road to the springs, and is con­ 
stantly discovering new oil deposits in 
the mountains and cafions in the vi­ 
cinity of this place. Situated as these 
springs are, within one mile of the 
oil refinery, they are the richest and 
finest located in San Fernando. There 
is an abundance of water at this place 
which will be a great advantage to 
oil men in the future. Of the many 
varied resources of California that 
have been developed in the past, none 
will compare with the development of 
oil in the future.

Scattered through the San Fernando 
mountains will soon be developed and 
will make Los Angeles county one of 
the wealthiest and most prosperous in 
the State.

seems to me, lias been found out at 
last, and the indications are that we 
will soon be able to supply the Pacific 
coast, China and Japan and the is­ 
lands of the ocean with oil. The 
singular phenomenon of oil and gold 
beingdiscovered on Capt.Kraszynski’s 
claim is an astonishing gathering of 
wealth—in one place, gold in consid­ 
erable quantities having been found 
on the claim. W ith oil and gold, San 
Fernando is yet destined to become a 
famous region.

In speaking of the proprietorship of 
our tow’n clock, whether vested in the 
city or county, our evening cotempo­ 
rary says: “ In the course of the de­ 
bate in the Council yesterday, it w’as 
stated that the clock in the Court 
house tower belongs to the county and 
not the city. This will be found to be 
a mistake. 
In 1858 when Don Juan 
Temple vras about to erect the build­ 
ing, lie proposed to the city to proc­ 
ure a clock and place it in the 
tower. 
The city appropriated the 
money, and the clock w’as bought 
and placed where it is now’. After­ 
wards, in 18G5, Mr. Temple came to 
the conclusion that the clock was too 
heavy for the tower and that the vi­ 
bration of the bell in striking the hour 
was injuring the building. He there­ 
fore threatened to take it out. Judge 
King, who was then City Attorney, in 
conjunction with the late Wm. H. 
Lander, filed a bill of injunction 
against Mr. Temple, and he relin­ 
quished his purpose. When the build­ 
ing was purchased by the county, the 
transfer carried no other right or title 
in the property than was formerly 
held by Mr. Temple, and the owner­ 
ship of the clock was therefore sub­ 
jected to no change. Consequently, if 
the city in 1865. when she proceeded 
to enjoin Temple from displacing the 
clock, was the legal owner of that in­ 
strument, she is in exactly the same 
position to-day. 


A month or two ago we mentioned 
the interesting swarm of bees which 
Mr. Littlefield had quartered in a front 
window cornice of his residence. At 
that time efforts w’ere made to expel 
the troublesome lodgers from their 
snug retreat, and it wa9 thought that 
the task was effectually accomplished.
